A champion's heart 


Brittany Jackson accomplished her high school goal 
by leading Sebastian River to a state title

SEBASTIAN - In the final hours of 
her high school basketball career, 
Brittany Jackson finally captured 
the elusive goal she had chased for 
four years.
